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Washington, April 11.—(/)—South- 
ern democrats are opposed to the 
presidential candidacy of Governor 
Smith of New York by at least fifty 
to one, Senator Caraway, democrat, 
Arkansas, said tonight in a telegram 
to the Washington Post. 

“There is no accession to Smith's 
strength in the south,” Senator Cara- 
way said. “Those who are declaring 
for Smith in nearly every instance 
are men who are discredited political- 
lv or have no following, or it is those 
who hope by being the first to declare 
for a candidate, in case of his elec- 
tion to be considered for appointment. 

“The rank and file of the democrats 
in every state in which I have been 
is opposed to Smith at least 50 to 1. 
That is a conservative estimate, The 
women are a unit in their opposition 
on account of his attitude toward pro- 
hibition. 

“So far as I know, the democratic : 
leaders in the south and practically oF \ 
every democratic paper feels that 
Smith’s nomination would be a mis- 
take. It is wiser that the truth be 
known now than let a false impres- 
sion gain headway, only to be with- 
out foundation later.”

CARROLL FILES 
CLEMENGY PLEA 


Washington, Apral 11.—Earl Car- 
roll, theatrical producer who has been 
sentenced to the Atlanta penitentiary 
for perjury in connection with grand 
jury testimony regarding his bath- 
tub party. filed an application today 
with the department of justice for ex- 
ecutive clemency. 

Carroll came to Washington to pre- 
sent his application and also to re- 
quest a stay of execution.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


NATURE’S SWEET RESTORER. 

Many ponderous volumes have been 
written by learned authors about 
sleep, yet sleep is still the most baf- 


fling physiological phenomenon. Any 
and all theories offered to account for 
sleep fail when applied to the stub- 
born paradoxes which seem to spring 
up and bar the way of the explorer 
who would map the realm of the un- 
con: ‘ious. 

The common adage that’ sleep is 
a restorer, meat for the hungry, drink 
for the thirsty, heat for the cold, is 
about as true as most classical wise- 
cracks are. If one is in need cf res- 
toration, or hungry, or thirsty or in 
want of warmth, to be sure it is easier 
to pass the time until the want is 


satisfied in sleeping, if one can sleep } 


under such circumstances. But sleep 
in itself confers none of these Loons, 
not even the relief of fatigue. , 
Physiology teaches that an individ- 
ual who is greatly fatigued by a 
strenuous or severe physical effort will 
more quickly recover if he remains 
awake though at rest than he will 
if he goes asleep. Practical expert- 
ence teaches the athlete that it is 
better to rest without sleeping imme- 
diately after a hard game or a con- 
test. This is probably due to the 
fact that in sleep the respiration and 
pulse are slower, the bloed pressure 
lower and the excretion of the acid 
products of muscular activity is there- 
fore slowed up. Far from restoring, 
sleep merely alters the ratio between 
the intake and the output of energy, 
slowing the output so that the intake 
has a chance to catch up with it. 
As far as the activity of the mind 
is concerned, physiology does not find 
that mental effort involves any con- 
siderable use or expenditure of energy,

Elected by a maiority of 31.4589— 
with a plurality of 82.938 over Mavror 
Dever—Thompson’s victory,- though 
net surprising to his staunch repub- 
lican supporters, was amazing to the 
country. He had served eight years 
as mayor. from 1915 to 1923, and 
when he left his administration was 
assailed for graft, corruption and in- 
efficiency, Subsequently The Chi 
cago Tribunue, as a taxpayer, institut- 
ed suit for recovery of some $3,000,000 
in fees paid to real estate experts em- 
ploved by the Thompson administra- 
tion. Actually more than S600,000 
has been recovered for the city.

The cotton market was temporarily 
beclouded last week by the failure of 
a great Japanese trading concern 
whose liabilities are said to exceed 
$250,000,000. It was rumored that 
the concern in question was a large 
holder of both sugar and cotton and 


the fear that its holdings of these 
commodities might*»have to be sum- 
marily liquidated caused a temporary 
decline in both markets. But the de- 
cline was recovered when it was an- 
nounced that a group of Japanese 
banks had come to the rescue and as 
this is written the equipoise of the 
cotton market appears to have been 
reestablished. 

It could hardly have been otherwise, 
for the season’s export movement of 
cotton now exceeds nine million bales 
and the indications are that at least 
eleven’ million bales of American cot- 
ton (linters included) will be shipped 
abroad during the twelve months end- 
ing the 3lst of July next: As it is 
now fairly certain that the American 
consumption will be about eight mil- 
lion bales (linters included), it is evi- 
dent that the cotton trade has achieved 
a new record in demonstrating its 
ability to absorb nineteen million bales 
of American cotton at a price level 
much above that at which it had been 
previously supposed that so large a 
quantity could be disposed of. 

This is the outstanding fact of the 
season. It is unlikely that the world 
fully appreciates its significance, but 
if anything should happen to the crop 
now being planted, it will provide 
those who are bullishly inclined with 
an unassailable hypothesis upon which 
an aggressive campaign for higher 
prices can be based.

If this hope 
shall be realized, a period of great 
economic development will follow in 
the Far East and many farsighted 
merchants who know conditions in 
the Orient are already working upon 
the theory that we shall soon see a 
consummation so devoutly to be 
wished. 

Meantime, it is worth noting that 
trade throughout the British Empire 
appears to be improving, and it is 
admitted that the American marke? 
for cotton goods is in a better condi- 
tion than it has been in years. There 
is in fact a distinct reversion toward 
the use of cotton fabrics for apparel, 
and a gentleman whose business it 
is to study the advertisements of the 
department stores says that cotton 
goods are now being featured more 
generally and extensively than 
years. Concurrently, the East 
mills continue to take American 
ton, and if the world should 
to believe that the crop now 
planted will not exceed fifteen or six- 
teen million bales,
